Sunday as well as on week days.” 

One of the Semenoff§ colonels. 
Stephanoff, was quoted as saying 
that hej never felt right in eating 
a meal until he had murdered 
somebody and that he never went 
to bed unless he had caused an 
execution to earn his slumber. 
Both officers were soon promoted 
to be generals. 

Armored trains operated by 
Semenoff troops were called 
such names as “horrible.” “ter- 
rible,” “master,” “destroyer” and 
“Semenofft’ to add to fear of the 
alaman. 

Semenoff and his generals sat 
down to a sumptuous banquet the 
day after their troops had 
slaughtered 1600 persons.
